It  is  loiora  that  the  majoi-ity  of  households 
already  burn  smokeless  fuel  and  the  support  for  Clean  Air 
is  encouraging,

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Rural  District  has  5 parishes,  Elstree,  Shenle}^  and  Ridge 

The  parish  of  Ridge  and  a small  part  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Gompany. 

The  parish  of  Shenley  and  the  rest  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  v/ith  water  by  the  Golne  Valley  Water  Gompany. 

I am  indebted  to  the  s.bove-menti oned  companies  for  the 
follo\iring  information  regarding  the  water  supplied  to  the  district 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity., 

2.  95®  samples  of  raw  water  ¥/ere  subioitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results 
v/ere  variable, 

2,946  samples  of  supply  water  v;ere  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  v/ere 
very  satisfactory. 

479  samples  of  raw  v/ater  were  examined  chemicallj'’. 

The  results  v/ere  variable. 

992  sanples  of  supply  water  were  examined  chemioally. 

The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

3.  Before  distribution  the  supply  water  is  chlorinated 
and  partially  dechlorinated.  Part  of  the  supply 

. water  is  also  filtered  and  most  of  it  is  submitted 
to  softening, 

4.  The  water  is  not  likely  to  be  plumbo-solvent . 

9.  All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  v/ith  the 
exception  of  one  isolated  house  in  the  parish  of 
Ridge  which  has  a water  supply  from  a private  well. 

The  water  from  the  well  was  submitted  to  bacterio- 
logical examination.  The  result  v/as  satisfactory. 

6.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  less 

than  0.1  "part  per  million.  The  Gouncil  has  asked 
the  l&nister  of  Health  to  require  the  addition  of 
fluoride  to  drinking  water  throughout  the  country 
where  the  naturally  occurring  amount  is  insufficient. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  main  centres  of  population  in  the  district  are  served 
by  drains  connected  to  the  trunk  sev/er  of  the  South-west  Herts 
Main  Drainage  Authority,  the  sewage  being  treated  at  Rickmans worth. 
There  are  small  treatment  works  within  the  district  at  Catherine 
Bourne  and  Bell  Lane,  Shenlej''  and  at  Watford  Road,  Elstree, 

7^  private  septic  tank  disposal  units  at  farms  and  isolated 
dwellings  v/ere  desludged  twice  during  the  year.  The  work  is 
carried  out  by  arrangement  vath  the  St.  Albans  Rural  District 
Council. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  without  waterclosets 
has  now  been  reduced  to  9*  Some  of  these  dwellings  are  unfit 
but  efforts  are  continuing  to  persuade  the  owners  of  the  other 
properties  to  provide  improved  sanitary  facilities. 

PUBLIC  CLEAllSING 

House  refuse  is  collected  v/eekly  from  the  v/hole  of  the 
District  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  (under  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor),  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  the  site  of  the  disused  sewage  works  at  Medburn  Farm,  Elstree 
and  at  Moor  Mills,  Park  Street,  Nr.  St.  Albans. 

The  use  of  paper  sacks  instead  of  dustbins  is  now  the  policy 
of  the  Council  and  steady  progress  is  being  made,  in  the  extension 
of  this  improved  hygienic  method  to  the  whole  of  the  district. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  these  premises 
during  the  year.  Wo  statutory  action  was  necessary. 

SWIMCNG  POOLS 


There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  Elstree 
Rural  District,  but  the  Council  have  plans  for  the  provision 
of  an  indoor  pool  at  Borehamwood. 

CLEAN  AIR 

Ch  the  1st  July  1^6^,  the  Council’s  second  Smoke  Control 
Order  became  operative.  The  area  between  the  Barnet  By-Pass 
and  Furzehill  Road,  from  Shenley  Road  and  Elstree  Way 
southwards  to  the  district  boundary  is  now  subject  to  Smoke 
C ontrol. 

Unfortunately  tliis  work  must  temporarily  be  slov;ed  dov/n  because 
of  the  uncertainty  of  smokeless  solid  fuel  supplies  to  domestic 
users. 
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RCDENT  CONTROL  ' . 

During  the  year  investigation  and  treatment  for  rats 
and  mice  ;Tas  carried  out  at  578  premises,  97  buildings 
were  treated  for  various  insect  infestations, 

HOUSING  IIvIPROYEi'^NT  GRiU'lTS 

During  the  year.  4 applications  were  received  for 
Discretionary  Improvement  Grants.  2 applications  were 
granted  and  the  worics  completed  during  the  year, 

7 applications  for  Standard  Grants  v/ere  received 
and  approved  during  the  year. 

It  is  disappointing  that  ovmers  are  not  taking 
advantage  of  the  financial  help  available  for  the 
improvement  of  structurally  sound  houses.  The 
applications  for  grants  are  mainly  from  ovmer/ occupiers 
or  the  purchasers  of  houses  vdiich  have  previousl^^  been 
rented  but  have  become  vacant  and  been  sold  to  persons 
who  intend  to  occupy  the  premises  themselves,

Routine  investigation  of  complaints  and  inspections  of 
premises  \mre  carried  out  as  shown  in  the  report  and  in  addition 
a considerable  amount  of  time  v/as  taken  up  in  the  neoessai’y 
v/ork  involved  in  the  preparation  and  supervision  of  the  Council’s 
Smoke  Control  Order  No,  2 vdiich  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  July  1965. 

The  operation  of  a free  service  for  the  removal  of  sludge 
from  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  which  was  started  during  the 
year  has  proceeded  satisfactorily.  It  is  of  benefit  not  only 
to  those  v/ho  live  in  isolated  houses  Y/hich  cannot  be  connected 
to  main  drainage,  but  to  the  community  generally  in  improving 
the  general  hygiene  of  our  environment. 

For  your  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year  I am 
most  grateful,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  I am 
pleased  to  record  my  thanks  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
service.

of  the  factory  at  various  times  of  the  day  and  night.

A site  for  ten  caravans  at  Ra.dnor  Hall,  Allum  Lane,  was 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.
